D. D., of Ongale, Indin.
Prior to the address by Dr. Clough the

congregntion ehgaged in A prayer mesung,
led by Rov, A. W. Clarsk.

Rev. E. N. Harris of Beth Eaon church
presided, and after clinrming musie by the
cholr an fnvocation was offerad by Rev, G, C,
Pock. A soripturo lesson was read by IRov,
T. Stephenson and Rev. S, . Wilcox offered
prayer.

Dr. Ulough was then Introducea by Rev.
E. N, Harris. The famous missionary is a
man of medivm helgnt, stoutly built and in
svery word and movemont o man of positive
and forceful character,

Rellgion In India,

He sald the Hindoos were a very polite
people, They would put the Americans to
shame in that particular. India has been the
birttiplace of two great religions—Brahman-
fsm and Buddhism—and 200,000,000 peoplo
had been under the sway of those religions
for centuries, Christinnity nad to fight its
way inch by inch against these idolatrous
religions, The Hindoos are a bright, brainy
and shrewd people, and they are vot to be
easily persunded to give up thoso forms of

veramont and religion that have been so
ong molding thelr minds. When the
Hindoos once becoma converted to Chris
tianity they are usually saggressive and en-
thusiastio workers 1n the cause of Christ,

“1f the people of America don't look out,'
sald Dr, Clough, “it will be necessary for
the Hindoo converts to come over to New
York and Chicago ana possibly 1o Omahn
and preach the gospel of Christ. It would
not suprise me much to ses Hindoo missiun-
aries preaching Christianity in this country
before ten vears."

His Own Especial Fleld.

Dr. Clough referred to the misslon work at
Ongale, when he firat went there twenly-
six years ago, There wero only twenty
Hindoo converts atthat timo at that mission.
Now thero arc over 50,000 native Christians

in  thav {mmediate  territory. 'The
spenker recounted the diffeulties and
dissppolintments  counected with  the

work, He sald the people were divided into
four aistinet castes, nud besides these there
were what they called ‘‘no caste” people,
comprising about one-fifth of the entire pop-
ulation. He found that the aristocratic poo-
ple a¢id not want to have anything to do with
missionaries who preached to or recognized
the "‘no onste' people. Upon that point he
had gone through & very trylng experience,
but finally conquered the prejudices of the
wealthy classes and all castes were becoming
Chnistianizad together.

One Brahman priest came to Dr, Clough's
tent, carrying all his icols, sua wanted to
trade them for a bible,

“We had no trouble about making the
swap,” said Dr. Clough, “and he soon be-
camo a4 Christian missionary."

What He Alms At,

Dr. Clough is making o special effort to
oestablish o High school at the Telugu mis-
It is the Intention to ralse a fund of
850,000 for this purpose. Mr. John D. Rovk-
efeller, hos alveady subscribed £25,000 toward
the eonterprise and other subscoriptions of
smaller sums have been seoured. It is the
intention to educate the ohildren of the na-
Lives so that they will become practical
living examples of what Christisnity can do
for a people.  Dr. Clough called for subserip-
tions for this particular purpose and the con-
grogation responded liberally.

At the afternoon sesslon Bishop J, P,
Newman presided before a large audionce,
Music wes furnished by the choir of the
First Baptist church of Councll Bluffs,

Addresses were made by Rev. Joseph
Clark of the Cougo and Rev. J. E. Clough.

Afrlean Misslon Work,

In nis address Mr, Clark related many in-
teresting stories of Africa, the customs ol
theinhabitants and bow difMcult it was ‘o
muks them understand that they should be
Christians, He said that funerals were held
with music, dancing, the beating of drums,
and the participants or the attendants were
dressed in holiday attire. They seemod to
anjoy a deatn,

The speaker referred to the moral laws of
the Congo, which were **Thou shalt not steal
from me," but that meant, he said, a man
might steal if e could,

Mr. Clark said that there was a space In
the interior of Africa twoenty times the size
of the state of Wisconsin that nad no mis-
slonames. He thought the Christians of this
country should send more missionaries there
and establish mission stations to educate the
savages and heathens.

Rev. Mr. Clough, In his address, said the
people of this country were very fortunate
to have been born here where they haa all
the advantages of learning and knowing
about religion and the Divine Being.

Ralsed Conslderable Money,

*You are in debt to God,"” he said, *aund
by Him you have been blessed. Now, how
much are you thankful for{"

Dr, Clough then talked of the Hindoos and
how they were convertod to Christianity,
Whon onee they were changed they never
went back to their idols,

Last night lev. W. E. Witter presided,
while the I'irst Baptist choir rendered tho
music, Aside from the soriptural reading by
Itev. &5, K. Wilcox, two nddresses were de-
livered, One was by Rev, W. Witter of
Tura, Assam, and one by Rev. Josoph Clark,

o the faces of these 'soldiers,' butthey went
shwufh with the movement ®f ‘fours rignt'
to & nicety."’
